lo An airfield* about l,5dO x 2*000 meters , was located on the southeastern 
perimeter of Idegnita (O £2/3 82), In the southwestern corner of the field 
there was a former sugar factory in Milch a soviet ration supply depot was 
housed « A railroad spur track ran along the southern edge of the field 
toward the sugar factory* Another spur track which branched off from the 
railroad line running along the eastern edge of the field toward Jauer led to 
the hangars on the northern edge of the field* 


2o An E-v7 runway with a cement surface allegedly existed at the field. (F-J*> ** 
The parking sites for aircraft were located along the railroad line toward 
Jauer* The hangars and otter installations were the same as before the 
Polish occupation * ho construction work was seen* 


3o The flying personnel were billeted to the barracks on Immelmaxm Strasse* 

Just north of the field* It was a former signal barracks Installation with 
trellis radio masts* Host of the barr&eks buildings were occupied by Soviet 
Air Force troops and only on© building block was occupied, by Polish Air ^orce 
aoldierso 


Jio Uncergrcuna tank’ ms t allot ions with a spur track were on the northern edge 

of the field between InunelEiam Stress© and the railroad line leading to Jauer* 
A rotary searchlight was located in Pr.inkendorf (0 52/G 31)* 

£* The field was occupied by about 2g0 to 300 Soviet aircraft* About two thirds 
of the planes were single-engine aircraft* The other planes* including two 
four— engine planes and throe Polish single— engine aircraft with retractable 
landing gears, were twin-engine planes with and without plexiglass noses. 

The Polish planes were parked to. the northeastern comer of the field* Ho jet 
aircraft were seen* %* 


6* There was . intensive flying every day* regardless of weather* Flights were also 
made at night.. The single-engine planes repeatedly took off In formations 
of throe or four planes and also landed, in formation. Flying time was about 
20 to 2£ minutes o The twin-engino aircraft with plexiglass cockpits made 
long local flights flying individual^* The aircraft without plexiglass cock- 
pit generally flew in formations of three pianos* The single-engine planes 
practiced bombing over a target range between Kaltwasser (0 52/G 33) and 
Bohlendorf (0 £2/G 83)* Bomb craters about 3 to h meters deep and up to 
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6 meters In'- diameter were seen on the bombing range. Individual parachute 
Jumps ' were also observed- from individual b?n.n— engine aircraft,
